Looking ahead, are hoping that under state sup- 
port for kindergartens, increasingly school systems will 
find advantageous use the kindergarten teachers 
for single session allowing the other half day for 
work with parents, not only kindergarten children 
but maintaining some contact with them throughout the 
elementary period. space and kindergarten teachers 
become available, would hope that where double ses- 
sions are necessary two kindergarten teachers might 
employed with perhaps one accepting primary respon- 
sibility for the children’s activities and the other 
specializing the parent education aspects. The cost 
such program would least partially offset 
being able collect for the full-time kindergarten 
operation and there seems reason why the group 
work with adults could not reimbursed adult 
education. 

Several communities are now looking forward 
new type neighborhood school which will include 
their preschool program, kindergarten, and primary 
grades and they hope maintain parent participation 
all these levels varying degrees.

Parent Interviews Instead Report Cards 
The shortcomings report cards are obvious and 
hope see them gradually supplemented parent 
interviews.

They must have adequate infor- 
mation and specific help breaking through the psy- 
chological blocks which are commonly present because 
the manner which the parents themselves received 
their knowledge. the elementary school, beginning 
the kindergarten, the use pets, the hatching 
chicks, and the use nature study material, gives 
natural stimulation for the child gain insight into 
human sex differences and reproductive processes. 

Teachers must free answer questions 
naturally parents. probably the fifth and sixth 
grades, the scientific material regarding menstruation 
and adolescent changes can presented both boys 
and girls objective way any other scientific 
material. Instead ‘‘too little and too late’’ they can 
thus prepared move out the environment 
which they are the oldest youngsters into the junior 
high school where they are the youngest, and where the 
problems sex relationships are greater concern.

The schools general must accept the responsi- 
bility for seeing that every youngster has the oppor- 
tunity during this high school period learn many 
forms wholesome social activity mixed groups both 
within the curriculum (for example, mixed swimming, 
volleyball, badminton classes) and through clubs, 
Some the millions are pouring into commer- 
cialized entertainment could well diverted into such 
school supervised program.

This should 
stimulate the individual face his aduit problems and 
needs. Education for family living recognizes 
the great importance educating the emotions well 
the intellect and developing skills human relation- 
through participation democratic groups. Home, 
school, and community cooperation broad and com- 
program recreation including family 
tamps, play nights school, parent participation 
leaders youth groups, ete., offers untold possibilities. 

Adult education should organize program which 
would enroll out-of-school youth, expectant parents, 
young parents, parents adolescents, middle-aged 
parents, and grandparents helping each meet the 
personal and family problems common the various 
stages life. Radio, motion pictures, and the other 
mass media can used reach increasing number 
people. 

Active participation and leadership the 
With its increasing effectiveness adult education 
and social action group concerned with the total wel- 
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fare children, should help adults live happier and 
more meaningful lives.

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Health Bills Now Being Considered the 
State Legislature 


The following are digests several the signifi- 
ant bills relating public health now being con- 
sidered the State Legislature. Copies bills may 
from the Legislative Bill Room, State Capitol, 
Sacramento, California. 


Chronic Disease 

Assembly Bill No. 1499 was introduced imple- 
ment the recommendations the Disease In- 
vestigation ordered the Legislature 1947 (Cali- 
fornia’s Health, January 31, 1948).

(d) Assist and participate programs ad- 
vanced professional educational and training the 
field the chronic diseases. 

(e) Eneourage local communities make available 
adequate facilities and services for the chronically ill; 
and advise and assist local health agencies the de- 
velopment locally administered programs for the 
prevention and control cancer and other chronic 
diseases. 

(f) Cooperate with research institutions and pro- 
fessional societies survey research institutions 
the State determine what additional physical facili- 
ties are needed for conducting expanded research 
the chronic diseases. 

(g) Cooperate with all official agencies and all vol- 
untary societies and organizations concerned with the 
chronic diseases, the development, improvement, and 
coordination necessary services and facilities for 
effective chronic disease program. 

Also proposed the measure the appointment 
permanent Advisory Disease Council which 
would advise and consult with the State Department 
Public Health carrying out the chronic disease pro- 
gram.

Probation, not exceed two years, may 
ordered the court, instead confinement, there 
assurance compliance with the orders the health 
officer.

Shows 37.4 Percent Increase 
School Age Population 

California’s estimated school age population (5-17 
years) July 1947 was 1,687,000 compared 
with 1,227,881 the 1940 census according recent 
census release (P-25, No. 16). This was the largest in- 
erease school age population for any state the 
United States from increase 459,000 
37.4 percent. 

The entire Pacific Coast region had greater esti- 
mated increase school age children than any other 
region the country increase 653,000 per- 
cent. Thirty-three states and the country large 
actually lost population school age between 1940- 
1947. 

Voting Age Population 


California had increase more than one-third 
the civilian population twenty-one year old and over 
between April 1940, and July 1948, compared 
with percent increase for the United States 
whole. (Bureau the Census release P-25. No. 15.) The 
civilian population under twenty-one years age had 
increase percent.
